Washington, March 31 (A»)—Tho 
treasury will have to scoop money 
out of Its gold-lined bins at a rale 
of more than a billion and a half a 
month If the government is to have 
a 17,000,000,000 deficit on June 30, 
as estimated by President Roose­ 
velt. 


The third quarter of the ilscal 
year ended today with emergency 
expenditures still keeping to levels 
far below those officially forecast 
by the administration, in submit­ 
ting the budget to congress. 


Figures for all but the last two 
da^s of the month showed that all 
government outlays totalled but a 
little more than 12,500,000,060. 


As a rfJiiUlt, the huge borrowing 
program that had been planned has 
been sharply curtailed. Mr. Roose­ 
velt told congress early in January 
the government would have to bor­ 
row $6.000,000,000 in new money 
before June 30, in addition meeting 
maturities totalling 14,000,000,000. 
Two Factors Given 


Since then new securities issues 
have aggregated 1800,000.000, while 
a total of something 
loss 
than 
11,000.000,000 In maturing issues 
has been refunded. 
Regardless of 
expenditures the $4.000,000,000 re­ 
funding program must, of course, 
be carried out. 


The lag in emergency expendi­ 
tures was attributed by ofilcials to­ 
day chiefly to two factors: the pub­ 
lic works program is still slow In 
reaching its expected proportions: 
repayment to the reconstruction 
corporation have kept 
Its 
needs 
well below estimates. 


For the ftacal year ending June 
30, President Roosevelt told con­ 
gress public works outlays were 
expected to reach 11,677,190,800. At 
the colse of business on March 29 
they amounted to 1379.993,835, 


If the remainder Is not spent in 
the present fiscal year It will be In 
the next. 
Public works oftlcials 
blame the slowness with which the 
program Is becoming effoctlve on 
the States and municipalities to 
which funds have been allocated 
but which have yet to let contracts 
for the work involved.

of work, the minimum price for 
which under the code was set for 
70 nnd 75 cents. 


Judge Knox’s decision was praised 
by United States Attorney Martin 
Conboy who said it was of utmost 
Importance to the NRA. 


“The NIRA and tho codes have 
been attacked on every possible 
legal and constitutional ground," 
Conboy said. 
“It Is gratifying to 
know that the 
government 
has 
been upheld upon its first appear­ 
ance In court on a clean-cut issue 
Involving tho aim of national re­ 
covery." 


Judge Knox set forth that “in 
rendering this decision, I know full 
well that it may be a distinct step 
beyond the boundaries which.

Indian Medicine Man 
Was First Advertiser 


Who were the first billboard ad­ 
vertisers? 


They were the Indian medicine 
men, according to Cheever Buck- 
bee, well known Bscanaba realtor 
and student of American history, 
particularly that dealing with up­ 
per Miihlgan. 


Mr. Buckbee believes that Indian 
medicine men once inhabited the 
caves that are to be found in the 
steep clifTs at Burnt Bluff, on the 
Garden peninsula. 
On the side of 
the 220-foot bluff, facing the lake. 
Is the painting of an octopus, which 
served to attract other Indians to 
the medicine men’s caves. The red 
paint has survived the 
wear 
of 
wind, snow and rain for years, ap­ 
parently. To the early Indians and 
white settlers Burnt Bluff was al­ 
ways known as "Red Rock.” 


C. A. Paquin, head of the educa­ 
tional division of the Michigan de­ 
partment of conservation, consult­ 
ed with Mr. Buckbee'last week con­ 
cerning the location of varlons his­ 
torical spots In this cotmty. 
The 
conservation department is now en­ 
gaged in preparing maps of places 
of scenic, historical and conserva­ 
tion Interest, and later will place 
markers along highways to direct 
tourists to these spots. 


Near the Northwestern Cooper­ 
age and Lumber company's plant 
at Gladstone, along the shore of 
Bay de Noe, the Indians of this 
region planted Uie first community 


gardens, known to this part of the 
country, according to Mr. Buckbee. 
They came in from the Garden and 
Stonington peninsulas and other 
parts of this district each spring to 
plant pumpkins, squash and corn.

Who were the first billboard a d ­ 
vertisers ?

Is (he painting of an octopus, which 
served to attract other Indians to 
the medicine m e n ’s caves 
T h e red 
paint has survived the

To th e early Indians and 
white settlers Burnt Bluff was al­ 
ways known as "Red Rock.’’ 
C. A. Paquin, head of the educa­ 
tional division of the Michigan de­ 
partm ent of conservation, consult­ 
ed with Mr. Buckhee last week con­ 
cerning th e location of various his­ 
torical spots In this county.

Newberry, March 31 (Special) 
— Snow removal in Luce county 
and the eastern end of tho penin- 
Kula is no soft snap, opines S. L. 
Sleeper, county 
road 
engineer. 
Tho season which is still giving 
the departm ent m ore 
than 
the 
usual am ount of work, has been 
th e worse since 1926 
although 
th a t year was the hard est of any 
since snow rem oval has been th e 
w inter program . 
Not only has 
the fall been unusually heavy but 
extrem e cold mixed with period.s 
of semi-thaw has b rou gh t special 
}»roblems. 
T he 
two 
snogoes 
which ser\'6 this 
district 
have 
both been on 24 hour duty ex­ 
cepting for 
periods 
for repair, 
since Jan u ary 1st and have had 
to buck the heaviest snow in the 
northern peninsula. 


Much of the county equipm ent 
is old and diftlcult to keep in 
repair. 
T aking over the town- 
Bhip roads has added m uch to 
the milage which m ust be kept 
open and persons living in sparse­ 
ly settled lodalities 
w ant 
their 
roads opened w ith little thought 
of the difficulties involved. Oscar 
Swanson, rural mail route man, 
reports that in m any cases the 
winds would drift a plowed road 
full before anyone had a chance 
to use it and th a t the filled-in 
drifts would bo so hard th a t a 
team could walk over them. 


Luce county 
equipm ent 
and 
crews m ust keep about 200 miles 
road open. 
Some of the cuts, 
uch as near the Poster farm on 
1-98 are six to seven feet deep.

Was First Advertiser 


Who were the first billboard ad- 


vertisers? 


They were the Indian medicine 


men. 
according to Cheever Buck- 


bee, well known Escanaba realtor 
and student of American history, 
particularly that dealing with up- 
per Michigan. 


Mr. Buckbee believes that Indian 


medicine men once inhabited the 
caves that are to be found in the 
steep cliffs at Burnt Bluff, on the 
Garden peninsula. 
On the side of 


the 220-foot bluff, facing the lake, 
is the painting of an octopus, which 
served to attract other Indians to 
the medicine men's caves. The red 
paint has survived the 
wear of 


wind, snow and rain for years, ap- 
parently. To the early Indians and 
white settlers Burnt Bluff was al- 
ways known as "Red Rock."
